First Gas Company in United States | 


Was Incorported 110 Years Ago. 


February Sth was the 110th anniversary 
of the incorporation of the first manufactured 
gas company to be established in the United 
States. On February 5, 1817, the Gas Light 
Compuny of Baltimore, Md., came into offi- 
cial existence. 

It was in 1816 that the Baltimore city 
council passed an ordinance permitting 
Rembrandt Peale, of portrait fame, to manu- 
facture gas, lay pipes and contract for street 
lighting in Baltimore, It was not, however, 
until the next year that the company was 
incorporated.

and studied Landscape Architecture three 
years, receiving the degree of Master of 
Arts in 1906 and the degree of Master of 
Landscape Architecture in 1907, It was the 
first time that this degree was ever confered. 
There are now courses leading to the degree 
of Master of Landscape Architecture in a 
number of our largest Universities. In the 
summer of 1906 Mr. Blossom studied in 
Europe,; Italy, France and England, being 
visited particularly for the study of their 
gardens and civic plans. ; 

Immediately alter receiving his Master’s 
degree in Landscape Architecture from 
Harvard University, Mr. Blossom went into 
the office of Olmsted Brothers, Landscape 
Architects, Brookline, Massachusetts, and 
stayed with them for twelve years, working 
under the four members of that famous 
firm on various projects from Maine to 
Cuba on the Atlantic seaboard and from 
Seattle to San Diego on the Pacific coasts. 
On the work for the Seattle Exposition 
Mr. Blossom was first assistant to James 
Fred Dawson of the firm of Olmsted Brothers; 
a few years later he was the representative 
for Olmsted Brothers on the work for the 
San Diego Exposition, taking up his resi- 
dence for nearly a year in San Diego. 

On July 1, 1919 Mr. Blossom opened an 
office of his own in the Old South Building, 
where he is still located. A number of 
gardens and country estates have been 
designed by him in New England. Of 
particular interest are the following under- 
takings:

In 1923 Governor Cox appointed Mr. 
Blossom the landscape engineer on the 
Connecticut Valley Park Commission whose 
report for a well developed system of parks 
and boulevards running the whole length of 
the Connecticut Valley was presented to 
the legislature,; but not carried out because 
of the spirit of economy. F 

In 1923, in PSRUaTyY, Mr. Blossom received 
the Medal of Honor in Landscape Archi- 
tecture given by the Architectural League 
of New York at the time of their annual 
exhibition. : 

Mr. Blossom is a fellow of the American 
Society of Landscape Architects, and vice- 
president of the Boston Chapter. 

In the summer of 1925 Mr. Blossom went 
to Spain to study the gardens and the 
landscape of that country, and brought 
back with him many beautiful pictures; 
some of these have been turned into lantern 
slides which have been carefully colored 
by hand. These lantern sildes are used by 
Mr. Blossm to illustrate his lectures on 
Spanish gardens.

Physical and spiritual ills are ministered 
to in the dispensaries, and many persons 
come to the hospitals. A Burman woman 
doctor has a sl hospital of her own, in one 
corner of her home. 

There is great growth in mission schools 
from the kindergarten up, and pupils show 
the power of this sort of evangelism, Judson 
College, Waseda University, and the Shang- 
hai Baptist College (the last having fifty 
buildings on its fifty acres), are doing a 
mighty work. They are beacon lights in the 
midst of darkness, and enable many to solve 
perplexing problems of life. :

The advance sale 
of tickets indicates that it will be one of the 
most popular musical events of the season. 

The first American tour of M. Louis 
Vierne, noted organist of Notre Dame 
Cathedral, Paris, is under the special and 
distinguished patronage of the Societe 
d’Expansions et d’Echan-Artistiques Inter- 
nationaux, an association devoted to the 
international expansion and exchange of 
artistic ideals. Further, the famous French 
musician comes to this country with the 
endorsement not only of his own profession, 
but also some of the most eminent of his 
colleagues in the field of musical composition. 

Among these is M. Vincent d’Indy, pupil 
of Franck, famous French composer and 
conductor and Director of the Schola Can- 
torum of Paris, who recently made this 
notable statement concerning his talented 
compatriot:

Notice is hereby given in accordance with the 
Provisions of Chap. 40, Sec. 32 of the General Laws 
that the following Interim Ordinance was adopted 
at the Annual Town Meeting on March 14, 1925: 

Section 1. The Town of Andover is hereby 
divided into districts to be known respectively as 
non-residence districts and residence districts as 
follows: 

Non-residence districts shall comprise all lands 
which at the time this by-law becomes effective are 
used for any business or industry other than farm- 
ing, truck gardening, the growing of trees, shrubs, 
vines or plants, the raising of animals or the conduct 
of a boarding or lodging house. 

Residence districts shall comprise all areas not 
included in non-residence districts. 

Section 2. Except as hereinafter provided, no 
parcel of land lying in any residence district and not 
at the time this by-law becomes effective devoted 
to any business or industry, other than those 
specified in Section 1, shall hereafter be used for any 
business or industry, or for any purpose except for 
residences or purposes of buildings appurtenant 
thereto, or for churches, schools and similar non- 
commercial or non-industrial buildings, and no 
permit shall be issued for the erection, alteration or 
conversion of any building for or to any such pro- 
hibited use upon any such parcel. 

SECTION 3. A permit may be issued for the erec- 
tion in any residence district of a building for the 
purpose of any business or industry or for alteration 
or conversion of a building in such district for or to 
such purposes, if the selectmen shall after public 
hearing so order; provided that there be filed with 
the application for such permit consents thereto 
signed and acknowledged by three-fourths of the 
owners or legal representatives of the owners of all 
lands used for the purposes for which said district is 
restricted as provided in Section 1, including vacant 
lands, which are not further from the land in 
question than five hundred feet, and also three- 
fourths of the owners or legal representatives of the 
owners of all lands within five hundred feet on 
either side of the land in question and fronting on 
either side of the same street, streets or ways. 

SEctIoN 4. No permit shall be granted under the 
foregoing section except after a public hearing before 
the selectmen. Notice of sa'd hearing shall be 
given by publication of the time and place thereof 
in a local newspaper not less than two weeks before 
said hearing, the expense of such publication to be 
borne by the petitioner. After such hearing the 
selectmen shall render a decision in writing, stating 
the decision and the reasons therefor, and file the 
decision with the town clerk and send a copy thereof 
to the applicant. 

Section 5. All by-laws and parts of by-laws in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed.
